MEMO 
FROM THE EDITOR 


The experts are predicting a world population “ex- 
plosion” in coming years. There will be more people 
than ever before, we’re told, and there may not be room 
enough for everybody to sit down comfortably. 

Of course, this is a few generations away—and ap- 
parently we can rest easy for a little while yet. 

But it doesn’t take any expert to see the “explosion” 
in the western horse business. It’s here now. More breed- 
ers of fine horses than ever before are producing more 
and better animals than ever before. 

You don’t need statistics to prove this, although plenty 
are available. If you saw December’s Quarter Horse 
Journal with its 300 pages of fine horses, you are con- 
vinced already that the western horse business is enjoy- 
ing a boom such as it has never known. The national 
horse population continues to decline, of course, as 
unused and unneeded farm animals pass on. But the 
production of good horses for pleasure and competitive 
use is skyrocketing. 

Not a month goes by but what new breeders partic- 
ularly in the Southwest—buy land, erect barns, buy trail- 
ers, invest in good stallions, hire trainers and start ex- 
hibiting and breeding. There are more shows each year, 
more sales, more rodeos, more riding clubs formed and 
more people with both leisure and money to enjoy good 
horses. 

So it is fairly that the boom in 
Quarter Horses and Appaloosas, especially, comes as a 
result of demand—not just because horseman like to 
breed horses. It’s expensive and it’s hard work. 

That’s why you see the start of a new series this month 
in The Texas Horseman. Our “Visit With A Breeder” 
articles will introduce you to the Southwest’s major 
breeding establishments and the men who run them. 
They are meeting this demand we spoke of. 

We hope to show what these men think about the 
future of their business, what their breeding programs 
include, and why. The kind of horses they produce now 
will still be around 20 years from now in most cases and 
will sire the mounts our great-grandchildren will own 
generations from now. 

Will horses then look exactly like they do now? Or 
will different standards change the yardsticks by which 
you measure good conformation? Nobody can say for 
sure-—but we can learn much about horses of the future 
by talking with men whose breeding programs today 
already are shaping tomorrow’s western horse. 

We start—we think appropriately—with the King 
Ranch. This establishment, so big you can’t really imag- 
ine its size, has been breeding horses for more than a 
century. Cow horses in particular. In the interview with 
Dr. J. K. Northway you will read the personal views of 
a man who has probably been responsible for the produc- 
tion cf as many good using anyone in the 
United States. 

In later issues, you will meet Dr. Northway’s contem- 
poraries in the western horse field. And we think you 
will be pleased, as we are, to find them stating their 
views—however much room there may be for debate- 
in plain, understandable terms. That’s one thing about 
horsemen. They don’t beat around the bush. They’ll tell 
you what they think.

Seven of the country’s winning-est champions urge restraint in 
training and competition for this demanding, split-second contest

Don’t crowd your barrel horse 
either in training or in competition. 
Pushing the animal too hard won't 
win races for you. 

That’s the most often-heard advice 
from some of the nation’s top barrel 
racers, interviewed by The Texas 
Horseman at recent shows and rodeos 
in the Southwest. 

Wanda Bush of Mason, Texas, who 
won the highly-competitive invita- 
tional barrel contest at the Fort 
Worth stock show this year, is one 
who advises young barrel racers 
against excessive use of the bat. 
Wanda, among the most vigorous 
competitors on the barrel circuit, 
figures a good barrel horse will run 
about as fast without use of the bat 
as with it. 

“If they really want to run and if 
they’re conditioned,” she says, “I 
think they’ll put out about all they’ve 
got. A lot of times, of course, this (a 
whip) is necessary. An old horse may 
get smart on you and you'll have to 
make him put out more. But if a 
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horse is really wanting to, he'll run 
about as fast without knocking on 
him.” 

Does she carry a bat herself? 

“Yes . lots of times you might 
need to get them one lick between 
barrels. But then when you’re coming 
back (to the finish) I don’t think you 
ought to drag it off of them every 
time they hit the ground.” 

But Wanda has seen so many be- 
ginners who haven’t learned timing 
that she hesitates to suggest that the 
bat be used between barrels at all. 

“As a general rule, unless you’ve 
got a lot of experience, you can’t hit 
a horse with the right timing around 
a barrel. You’ll knock them off 
stride.” 

Pushing your barrel horse too hard 
in actual competition is just as bad, 
Wanda thinks, as hurrying them 
through initial barrel training. 

“Starting a young horse,” she says, 
“start them slow. Many a horse has 
been ruined by taking them too fast 
too soon. I think you should (first) 


walk them, then trot them—so they’ll 
know the pattern. Then lope them to 


it, and set them (in position). Let 
them turn but make them leave it. 
Always make them leave a barrel. 
That’s the most important thing. 
That’s where you get a lot of your 
time—the horse getting away from a 
barrel, fast.” 

Another winning barrel racer who 
uses the bat with restraint is the 1959 
World’s Champion, Jane Mayo, of 
Okeman, Okla., whose total GRA 
winnings last year came to $5,814. 

Her registered Quarter Horse geld- 
ing, V’s Sandy, is 12 years old and 
has been shown at reining and roping 
as well as around barrels. With an 
experienced horse like this, it isn’t 
necessary to do much more than keep 
him in good physical shape. 

“I don’t like to pour it on horses 
at home,” she says. It’s different at 
shows. They know they have to put 
out there. I have to be awful mad 
to work them at home. 

‘*As soon as the horse does what I

want, I let him stop for a couple 
of days—to rest and think about it. 
I think it’s better to let them think 
about what they’ve done than to try 
and push them.” 

In action, Jane is light-handed with 
a bat. “I hit him once between bar- 
rels and two or three times coming 
home. I don’t think it makes him go 
any faster. May even slow him down 
some. But I want him to know I’ve 
got it with me.” 

Jane, who’s diminutive and appro- 
priately feminine, nevertheless has the 
cowboy’s firm approach to horse han- 
dling. She does her own training and 
she will not put up with a spoiled 
horse. 

“TI think the main things in getting 
a horse to work for you are his ability 
and his respect for you. If he doesn’t 
respect you, it’s like butting your 
head against a brick wall . . . when 
he does what I want, he gets petted.” 

When he doesn’t, we gather, look 
out. 

“When a bat won’t work,” she 
adds, smiling, “I get me some twisted 
bailing wire.” 

Manuelita Mitchell, secretary- 
treasurer of the GRA, is another vet- 
eran barrel winner who sees too many 
girls pushing their horses too fast. 

“I think actually most of the girls 
over-ride their horses. Not actually

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whipping them, but maybe _ they 
crowd them to the first barrel too 
fast.” In Manuelita’s view, the prob- 
lem often starts with training. 

“I think that horses that win all 
the time run them (the barrels) more 
or less by themselves. They don’t have 
to have help by the girl. Some of the 
top ones, like Jane’s horse, more or 
less want to do it. 

“Start training him slow,” she ad- 
vises beginners. ““And get the horse 
wanting to turn the barrels and not 
working him so much the horse will 
be soured on barrels.” 

Manuelita rides a registered sorrel 
mare, Filly Feline, a seven year old 
daughter of Red Ryder. She’s a ver- 
satile mare that has raced the short 
distances for four years and also is a 
roping horse. 

“Every barrel horse I’ve ever had 
my husband (Jym Mitchell) has 
roped calves cff them. 

“A lot of people don’t think you 
can do but one thing off a horse at 
one time but we’ve found that if you 
train them slow and take it easy, they 
will do more than one thing.” 

Linda Lowrance, of Sulphur, Okla., 
currently ranked number one in the 
Texas Barrel Racing Association 
standings, is another contestant who’s 
found that restraint with the bat pays 
off. 

“I don’t ever use it. I carry one but 
I just never do use it,” she told us. 

Why not? 

“Well, one time I used it and when 
I did—somehow, when I reached 
back I’d pull up on the reins, so we 
decided that unless she was slowing 
up, not to use it. And I haven’t in 
quite awhile.” 

Linda is a consistent winner in 
tough competition, although but 15. 
(She admits that she didn’t start rid- 
ing until she was nearly two.) She is 
one year older than her former rope 
horse, Streak. And experience has 
taught her never to work the veteran 
horse around barrels at home. Only 
at shows and rodeos, now that Streak 
knows what’s expected of her. 

“I think if you run them too much 
itll burn them out. They’ll get to 
where they won’t run them too 
good.” The horse is ridden five days 
a week and in bad weather is lead 
from a car to keep her hard. 

Another youthful winner who 
makes some of the top Southwest 
contests is Linda Knapp, 17, of Dick- 
enson, North Dakota, another 
ponent of thoughtful bat use. 

“I have (used one) at times when 
I felt it was a tough race and I 
thought that using a bat between the 
second and third barrel, and on the 
way home would help her. But as 
long as she has the drive and the

spirit to run, there isn’t any sense to 
using the bat.” 

Linda’s 10 year-old Magnolia Lady 
is unusual in being a trained cutting 
horse as well as finished barrel racer. 
But she feels the horse was started too 
fast on barrels and would have been 
better had she been eased into it. 
Although Magnolia Lady finished 
second in cutting and third in barrel 
racing at the last National High 
School Rodeo, Linda is sure the ani- 
mal would be less excited about the 
barrel contest if she’d taken her more 
slowly at the start. 

One of the top all-time money win- 
ners in the GRA is Billie McBride of 
San Angelo who was world’s cham- 
pion four straight years, from 1955 
through 1958—and she _ subscribes 
also to the “easy-at-home” kind of 
workout. It ruins a barrel prospect,

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Linda Knapp thinks that if your horse 
has the drive and will to run, the bat 
won't help get any more speed. 


Billie has found, to run the pattern 
three or four times in a row every 
day or so. 

“When he works good one time, 
that’s the time to quit.” 

Another pointer Billie gives young 
riders is to spur their horses on the

inside, next to the barrel. 

“They'll move out, away from the 
barrel, but they'll turn it close. Just 
kind of hold your spur to the horse, 
don’t dig into them.” 

This will keep your from knocking 
over as many barrels, Billie finds, and 
also save scratched knees and shins. 

Among the ranks of the promising 
barrel racing novices is Jo Walling of 
Reagan, Texas, currently ranked 7th 
in T.B.R.A. standings. In 65 runs on 
her registered Quarter Mare, Cindy 
Turner, Jo was out of the money only 
12 times. On most of those runs she 
did not carry a bat or whip. 

“IT didn’t carry one until about a 
month ago because I didn’t want to 
push her. That’s one thing we’ve tried 
not to do. We’ve tried to keep her 
consistent and not always so fast. Yes, 
I do carry one now . . . she needs it 
sometimes between barrels. She 
doesn’t set up or anything, she just 
doesn’t put out like she’s capable of 
doing. But still we felt (she and her 
husband T. Walling) that we wanted 
to keep her calm about barrels. 

“She's never been run a full barrel 
race at home. Not a complete race 
... Ill ride her just to exercise her. 
And T. ropes off of her. He has 
roped some in competition off of her 
and monied some, but he_hasn’t 
pushed her too much because I’ve

been barrel racing so much and we 
didn’t want the two trainings to con- 
flict.” 

There are, obviously, no more com- 
petitive creatures on earth than bar- 
rel racers—which partly explains why 
so many barrel horses are crowded in 
both training and competition. 

Concluded Jane Mayo: “When you 
once win, you want to keep on trying 
to win.”

VISIT WITH A BREEDER — First in a series 


America's western horse still the object of research 
and development at century-old, million-acre King Ranch 


The old time western cowpony—famed in legend, books 
and now on television—was a good mount but he doesn’t 
hold a candle to the modern Quarter Horse in speed, 
conformation or ability. 

Like the Model T Ford, he belongs to the past. 

That’s the opinion of a man who knew the old cow 
horse and aided in developing his modern descendant 
Dr. J. K. Northway, chief veterinarian for the King 
Ranch. But he thinks the breed needs more culling and 
continued inspections. 

For more than 40 years this stocky, thoughtful man of 
medicine has been a key individual in the King Ranch 
horse-breeding program, And when American Quarter 
Horse breeders think of King Ranch horses, they usually 
think of Northway as one of the foremost authorities on 
the “family” of horses that sprang from Old Sorrel, start-

; earth. It’s size is best imagined when you consider that the 
i King Ranch—sprawling over nearly 1,000,000 acres of

; 200 horses of all kinds. 


Under the management of Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., this 
mammoth spread occupies an unusual, important niche in 
Dr. J. K. Northway livestock breeding and its operations are world-wide. It 
has supplied King Ranches in Brazil, Argentina, Cuba 
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and Australia (which covers 3,000,000 acres) with work- 
ing Quarter Horses for large-scale ranching. Much of the 
King Ranch horse-breeding operation is J. K. Northway’s 
baby. He grew up in it himself. 

When Northway came to the ranch as a young veteri- 
narian the western ranch horse was still very much in a 
process of evolution. The Klebergs had just acquired a 
fine young stallion, later to be known as Old Sorrel, from 
George Clegg of Alice. 

Nearly all of the King Ranch Quarter Horses today 
trace their ancestry to this potent sire—and the last of 
Old Sorrel’s sons, Hired Hand, is still doing service at 
the ranch. 

Northway is characteristic of stockmen. He’s friendly, 
direct in his speech, frank in expressing opinions—and 
he’s obviously given much thought to those opinions be- 
forehand. 

In a tape-recorded interview with The Texas Horse- 
man, Dr. Northway expressed some significant personal 
views on how the modern Quarter Horse differs from the 
early 20th century variety: 

“Well, I think the old-time Quarter Horse—and this 
is my personal opinion, based on many years of experience 
with them—I think the old time Quarter Horse was good 
in his day. And I think he’s outmoded, just like the Model 
T Ford, compared to the modern Quarter Horse. 

‘The old-time Quarter Horse was a short, 
muscled, compact, mutton-shouldered horse 
shouldered—with very little withers and shorter in the 
neck. He had the short ear and heavier jaw but he wasn’t 
the ideal. He had a burst of speed for a short distance but 
I doubt that he could compare with modern-day 
Quarter Horse in speed.

“Tl believe, and I’ve always contended, that the right 


kind of Thoroughbred blood bred into the Quarter Horse 
never hurt a Quarter Horse. It makes him better. You 
get more resiliency in action through Thoroughbred blood 
because it gives you a better wither, a better sloping 
shoulder, a better pastern and a longer hip for your driv- 
ing power—a better hind leg. 

“A lot of those earlier horses did not have that. They 
were too straight in the shoulder, which made them hard 
on the rider and hard on themselves. They had no re- 
siliency—or not as much resiliency—and they were a little 
crooked behind, yes. Some of the early cowboys, you used 
to hear them talk about how a crooked hind leg made a 
good cutting horse because he had that hind leg right in 
under him and he could always turn back on it. 

“From an anatomical standpoint of soundness, the 
crooked hind leg brings badhocks is inducive to bad 
hocks, curvy hocks and spavins. 

Dr. Northway is emphatic in pointing out that he does 
not advocate mixing just any kind of Thoroughbred blood 
into a breeding program. 

“I’m not talking about the straight English, grayhound- 
type of long-distance Thoroughbred. I’m talking about 
horses more compact . . . heavier-muscled Thoroughbreds. 
And we have numerous examples of where horses of that 
type have run short distances and they have run just 
about as far as races are run in the United States. 

‘Take our little horse Assault. His first race, quarter of 
race—he won it easily. And he won the 
Triple Crown—and carried lot of weight at the same 
time. And he’s a horse that has a beautiful shoulder, 
beautiful withers, nice slope to the pastern . . . and he’s a 
different type horse from the old English type horse .

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That (English) kind of horse, bred into the fast Quarter 
Horse, wouldn’t give you the early speed that you want to 
win these short races...” 

This is part of the reasoning that prompts Dr. North- 
ways personal opposition to the closing of the Quarter 
Horse Stud book in 1962. For those unfamiliar with this 
plan, a new Quarter Horse registry will be set up effective 
Jan. 1, 1962. It will include horses then in the Permanent, 
Tentative and National registries. After that date, colts 
born of a numbered sire and a numbered dam will be 
registered Quarter Horses, with no inspection required. 

Colts born of a numbered Quarter Horse and one 
Thoroughbred parent, on the other hand, will go into a 
new Appendix registry. To get a number these colts will 
have to qualify for one of the registries of merit and also

Dr. Northway and Dr. Gene Williams discuss some of the 
grasses developed as part of the King Ranch longtime pas- 
ture-improvement plan. 
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“The Quarter Horse,’ he points out, “is the utility 
horse. He’s good for not only racing but he’s a good cut- 
ting horse, a good work horse all around, and a nice horse 
to Tide for pleasure. We started out, you know, to make 
these horses eligible through not only their pedigree but 
their conformation, their ability to prove themselves as a 
working horse. 

“And of course along with that we wanted intelligence, 
which goes with performance, and we wanted something 
beautiful . . . you have those several requisites which in 
the final analysis (means) you want a utility horse 
I think some of the best horses that I have ever seen in 
years gone by were using horses. I mean a man got out 
and worked him day after day. He rode him. He had an 
opportunity to deve lop a good long stride and a nice fast 
walk. He taught him to canter, a jog trot, in addition to 
putting a rein on him and cutting cattle . . . The using 
horse, the horse that you use, is going to make the best 
horse. He’ll grow and develop.” 

The actual breeding of King Ranch Quarter Horses 
has not changed much, Dr. Northway explains, in the 
past 30 years. 

“All of our Quarter Horses—practically all—are bred 
on the range. That is, we turn the stallion out with a 
selected band of mares . . . we get them out early in the 
spring and we usually take them up by the first of June. 
We want the early foals. Of course, that’s based on cli- 
matic conditions, screw worm infestation . . . 

“Practically all of the Quarter mares foal on the range. 
Yes, they’re registered. But not Thoroughbreds. We give 
them, on account of the intrinsic value, we give them 
closer supervision. The Quarter Horses are seen three or 
four times a week and watched pretty closely. The 
Thoroughbreds are stabled and are kept up when they 
approach delivery of the foal.”

THE VET’S PLACE 


The newly-arrived foal gets much help from nature

After the foal arrives 


many things that may 
srowth, health or even endanger its 
life. Most foals are born disease-free 
and with a good potential defense 
against most infections, but there are 
as many problems concerning the 
young foal as concerns a new born 
baby. 

Careful observation, prompt atten- 
tion to apparently minor abnormali- 
ties and good nursing to the new foal 
will pay big dividends. Mother nature 
must take a keen interest in these 
babies as it is always a source of 
amazement to have them recover 
from near fatal conditions in a very 
short period of time. 

Some foals arrive in this world in 
a weakened condition that is very 
noticeable at birth. This may be a 
premature colt, it may be suffering 
from an infection of pre-birth origin, 
or possibly be the foal of a mare that 
is too fat at foaling time. The latter 
condition is familiar to many of you, 
I am sure. Many times a colt dies 
unnecessarily due to no one _ being 
there to remove the placental mem- 
branes that may cover its nose and 
mouth, thus smothering the foal. This 
is certainly not an uncommon hap- 
pening. 

When a weak colt is born there 
may be nothing obstructing the 
breathing passages, but some stimula- 
tion is necessary to help this little 
fellow get his breathing apparatus to 
functioning. This is accomplished by 
rubbing briskly with a rub-rag, feed 
sack or just straw, if nothing else is 
handy. If this colt is diseased, then 
with this first aid treatment, enough 


time will be gained to summon pro- 
fessional assistance and to get treat- 
ment started. 

All else being normal, the first con- 
cern for the foal is treating the navel 
cord or the navel stump. This con- 
sists of a liberal dressing of tincture 
of iodine applied to the stump. The 
navel stump should be treated daily. 
Iodine tends to blister if applied for 
several days. Therefore, the initial 
iodine treatment should be followed 
with a dressing of some sulfa or anti- 
biotic powder or ointment. 

The navel cord should never be 
tied. If a condition exists that indi- 
cates tying of the cord—don’t touch 
it—call your veterinarian. Many times 
a foal will have an infection in the 
navel cord and should it be tied the 


infection would be forced up into the 
abdominal cavity with possibly fatal 


results, . 

An instance where there is a ten- 
dency to tie the cord is a condition 
known as pervirus varchus, a situa- 
tion in which an opening from the 
foal’s bladder to the outside via the 
navel stump still exists. This will per- 
mit a continuous seepage of urine and 
a soft, mushy-feeling navel stump. 
Simply touching up the external 
opening with silver nitrate daily will 
usually result in prompt closure. 
Should the condition persist, it should 
be called to the attention of your 
veterinarian. . 

The colt’s navel should be kept 
under observation and if any undue 
swelling is noticed, prompt treatment 
is indicated. All that may be neces- 
sary is an application of an icthyol 
ointment to “draw” or localize the 
infection so that it will rupture and 
drain to the outside. 

Should the situation go unnoticed 
and the abscess break in the abdom- 
inal cavity—loss of the foal is almost 
a certainty. 

Along with dressing the foal’s navel 
it is always a good practice to ad- 
minister some effective prophylactic 
agent, that is, penicillin, streptomy- 
cin, etc., to insure protection against 
various infections through the first 
24-48 hours of life and give the natu- 
ral defenses time to come into play. 

Many farms and ranches have a 
high incidence of tetanus (lockjaw) 
on the premises, and the dam and 
foal routinely receive the tetanus an- 
titoxin immediately after foaling. 

This is a very good practice and 
can be considered cheap insurance. 
At this time also, the foal should re- 
ceive a prophylactic dose of penicillin- 
streptomycin. In actual practice this 
routine treatment of all foals has 
significantly reduced the incidence of 
early infections that cause digestive 
upsets, diarrheas, and septicemias 
(blood poisoning). Repetition of 
these injections should be on the ad- 
vice of your veterinarian. 

The normal foal will require from 
15 minutes to an hour or two to be 
able to stand alone. Nothing will help 
him to reach this stage any quicker 
than leaving him alone. Some flounc- 
ing, falling and stumbling around is 
necessary to develop the tone in the 
young untried muscles to enable them 
to support the little youngsters. 
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Do not try to give your colt a good 
start by drowning him in milk before 
he can barely stand. Leave the baby 
alone— if he can stand he won’t starve 
in a couple of hours, and he has a 


built-in radar to find the lunch 


counter with. 
At times a mare is encountered 


that refuses to nurse the colt. The 
mare should be held, and usually 
after three or four times, she will 


accept the colt and let it nurse. 

Perhaps a mare has a tender udder 
that is swollen. Then she must be 
restrained while the colt nurses and 
possibly if the udder is very tender 
it would be best to milk the mare out 
by hand and then let the colt nurse 
still restraining the mare. 

A caked udder is very tender to a 
mare and if this case exists it may 
be necessary to apply heat to the 
udder with hot packs. This should 
be done 4-5 times daily until the con- 
dition is relieved. 

Different from this latter case there 
are some mares that seem to have 
very little bag. The colt will nurse 
almost continuously, thereby indicat- 
ing a shortage of milk. Also in this 
case patience is usually rewarded as 
the physical stimulation of the foal 
nursing is often all the treatment 
needed to stimulate the production of 
hormones that will increase the milk 
supply. Hormone therapy is some- 
times beneficial in very slow cases. 

The colostrum or “first. milk” is 
extremely important to the new born 
foal for it gives with it the immunity 
to many ills, stimulates the glands and 
organs of the new born to activity 
and starts into operation the digestive 
tract of the new foal. Every effort 
should be made to see that the foal 
gets this colostrum. : 

In the event that he is obviously 
weak and unable to stand and nurse. 
the mare should be milked and the 
colt fed by hand. The foal should 
not be fed in this manner while lying 
flat on its side. Raise it to the brisket 
position or better yet, get it on its 
feet. This will prevent accidental in- 
troduction of milk into the lungs. 

At many breeding establishments 
the routine of giving an enema to 
foals is strictly adhered to, and with 


good reason. Many colts have died 
from constipation or from things 
caused by this early constipation. 
Two quarts of warm water and soap 
suds (mild) in a douche bag or enema 
can with a 34” rubber tube will do 
the trick nicely. Do not force any 
water in the rectum. Let the water 
flow by gravity. While this not a 
necessary procedure with each foal, 
it can do no harm and it stimulates 
an early evacuation of the bowel and 
stops any possibility of constipation 
developing.

Ever since early Spring people have 
been getting horses out of pastures 
all over this part of the country, and 
a lot of those horses will be in show 
rings pretty soon—if they haven’t 
been there already. The kind of feed 
they get will have a lot to do with 
how they look in those shows. 

In May I always like to start feed- 
ing a feed that won’t heat a horse 
too much. Any kind of feed that has 
syrup in it is going to heat your horse. 
You'll see plenty of over-heated horses 
in shows and you can usually tell the 
ones that have been fed sweet feed. 
Their sweat is sticky. It'll make the 
hair stick together. 

I'd rather feed something like oats 
and bran this time of year. His coat 
will look better. It'll look glossier 
Also, you can get him hot and he’ll 
dry in just a little while. Then you 
can brush him and he will look like 
he’s hardly been used. 

Mind you, I’m not knocking sweet 
feed because it’s awful hard to beat in 
the winter when your horse needs 
that warmth. I fed horse and mule 
feed myself this past winter. But 
around the first of May I like to 
switch to oats and bran and a lighter 
hay, other than alfalfa. In this part 
of the country prairie hay and ber- 
muda grass hay won’t heat them so 
much. 

This business of heat is pretty im- 
portant. With hot weather coming 
on, horses are shedding. The ones 
that haven’t been used much all win- 
ter will be rubbed by saddles and 
harness—and the hotter his body is, 
the more hair will come off. You 
don’t want him to lose it all. 

I'd think that oats and bran 
maybe four oats to one bran—would 
not be too much bran as we get on 
toward summertime. If your horse 
doesn’t get much grass, the bran is a 
laxative and an appetizer too. I like 
clipped oats myself. Never did use 
rolled oats very much. If I’ve got a 
big stout horse (which I have), I 
don’t figure I ought to have to grind 
them for him. He can chew his oats 
himself. 

Another thing, if you’re getting 
your horse in show shape, is to feed 
him from a bucket now and then. 
He’s sure apt to eat from a bucket at 
some show. And drink water that 
way too. Instead of feeding him from 
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his regular trough, take him out to 
your trailer, tie him to it, and feed 
him from a bucket.Do that and you’ll 
have better luck getting him to eat 
when you carry the horse to a show 
or rodeo. 

You’ll find some horses that won’t 
drink out of a bucket. And it’s not 
because they can’t. They just don’t 
want to. I’ve seen horses away from 
home go two or three days without 
drinking enough water to keep a 
chicken alive, it seemed like. So let 
him get a little thirsty at home and 
he’ll get so he won’t mind that bucket 
so much. 

Another way to get him into good 
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shape too, is to ride that horse. Or 
lope him, lead him or anything else 
that will give him an hour of exer- 
cise a day. He'll just naturally look 
better. You can even change a horse’s 
whole looks in four weeks by good 
riding. His muscles will come up like 
they’re supposed to be. If he’s a stud, 
his neck won’t be so big. He’ll shape 
up like an athlete. 

A man left a horse here with me 
one time for three months and he 
didn’t think it was the same horse 
when he came to get him. Didn’t 
figure a horse could change so much 
in 90 days. Mostly, we had just pulled 
a lot of wet blankets off of him.

If you saw this in a Hollywood 
movie, you might laugh and say that 
it couldn’t happen.

The Pinehurst Sale disposed of 39 
horses for a total of $86,200 with the 
high selling horse—Ribbon Cane- 
bringing $5,200.

Quarter Horse Convention 
changes a registry rule 


Amarillo’s March 13-15 convention 
of the American Quarter Horse Asso- 
ciation produced some rule changes 
that will affect thousands of Quarter 
Horse mares and all of the breed’s 
shows. 

Attended by more than 800 dele- 
gates, the AQHA’s 2Ist convention 
ruled that mares now in the Ap- 
pendix registry, unable to advance 
because of the lack of two registered 
parents, are entitled to a conforma- 
tion inspection. If passed on confor- 
mation, the mares would be eligible 
to go into the Tentative registry. 

Quarter Horses with one unregis- 
tered parent have not been accepted 
in the Appendix registry since Janu- 
ary 1, 1958. Horses that got in on 
this basis before that date have not 
been able to go any higher in the 
AQHA’s three-step ladder of registra- 
tion, until now. An announcement 
said that applications for inspection 


of the mares concerned must be made 
in writing and must be received in 
the AQHA office before January 1, 
1962. 

The other important convention 
ruling is a move to require Quarter 
Horse shows seeking AQHA approval 
to include at least one halter class for 
geldings. Some shows in the past have 
not been including halter competition 
for geldings. Currently, most of the 
larger shows do. 

In other convention action, dele- 
gates elected Roy Parks of Midland 
to be the association’s new president. 
He has been Ist vice-president. S. M. 
Moore, Dewey, Okla., was elected Ist 
vice-president; Wayne Vickers, Eu- 
reka, Calif., 2nd vice-president; while 
Jess Hankins, Rocksprings; Ken Fra- 
tis, Tulare, Calif., and Hugh Bennett 
of Colorado Springs, Colo., were 
named to the executive committee. 

The convention also voted to change 
its method of allocating directorships 
to geographical areas. Henceforth, a 
state or an area will be entitled to 
one director for each 2,500 horses 
within it.

Southwest Cowboys 
dominate winters-end RCA 


Standings 


Denver, Apr. 4—Rodeo’s winter 
season officially drew to a close at 
Greensboro, N. C., where the _five- 
day contest wound up with Oklahoma 
and Texas cowboys dominating the 
winner’s circle for cuts of the $8,- 
154 prize money. 

Statistics gathered by the Rodeo 
Cowboys Association disclosed 34 
rodeos were held and $591,217 paid 
to contest winners in the first quarter 
of the 1960 season. 

Sell-out crowds each performance, 
a total of 33,600, saw Doug Thur- 
man, Bryan, Tex. emerge all around 
cowboy ‘at Greensboro, with first 
place in bareback riding and third in 
the calf roping, a total of $738. 

Veteran pro Tater Decker, Clay- 
ton, Okla., won the steer wrestling, 
downing two steers in 12 seconds flat 
to pocket $366. John A. Farris, Iowa 
Park, Tex., tied a brace of calves in 
32.4 seconds to capture the average 
and $490. 

In the bull riding, Billy Hand, 
West Palm Beach, Fla., bested 33 
other competitors to win $590, and 
saddle bronc riding honors were split 
between Alvin Nelson, Sentinel Butte, 
N. D., $328 and Bill Feddersen, El 
Rene, Okla., $306. 

Greensboro results changed the pic- 
ture in the battle for national all 
around cowboy honors, as Guy Weeks, 
rangy Texan from Abilene, moved 
from third to second place, with a 
third place in the saddle bronc riding 
average, good for $250 and a $229 
first-day money in the calf roping. 
Weeks stepped ahead of Bob A. Rob- 
inson, Rockland, Ida. cowboy, and 
now totals $9,181 for the 1960 seascn. 

Another Texan, Harry Tompkins, 
Dublin, still paces the field in the all 
around cowboy title race, with $10,- 
410, ahead of Weeks by $867. Tomp- 
kins, four times bull riding champion, 
won the all around title once before, 
in 1952. 

Jim Painter, Jenks, Okla., in his 
second years of pro competition leads 
the national lists in steer wrestling 


with $5,545, some $542 in front of 
big Jim Bynum, Forreston, Tex., 1954 
and 1958 champion. 

While five Texans and two Okla- 
homans dominate the top ten in calf 
roping thus far this season, big Dean 
Oliver, Boise, Ida., titleholder in 1955 
and 1958, still maintains a $315 lead 
over Shoat Webster, Lenapah, Okla., 
veteran. The speedy Oliver, only 
northern roper to beat the proud 
southern specialists for a world title, 
has earned $5,912.
